CAIRO, May 10 | (AP) —Axis 
raiders attacked the Sues Canal 
Zone early today for the second 
time this week. An Egyptian De- 
fense Ministry Communique said 
there were no casualties and

LONDON, May 10 (AP) —British 
naval forces attacked the harbor 
of Bengasi in Libya early Thurs- 
day, destroyed a 3000-ton supply 
ship and biew up a 6000-ton am- 
munition ship, the Admiralty an- 
nounced tonight. 

The ships were intercepted as 
they were approaching the harbor, 
a communique said. 

Another Admiralty communique 
said not a single British ship was 
damaged when Axis planes made 
repeated attacks on units of the 
fleet in the western Mediterranean 
the same day. 

The Italians have claimed bomb 
or torpedo hits on six warships 
and three merchantmen in the at- 
tacks, made off the Straits of Sicily 
on what was described as a strong 
British convoy. | 

The Admiralty communique said 
anti-aircraft fire from the war 
ships destroyed four Axis planes 
and that naval fighters presumably 
from an aircraft carrier, shot down 
three others. Two naval aircraft 
were acknowledged to be 
in contrast to 16 claimed to have 
been downed by the Italians. 

The communique said German 
and Italian aircraft made “repeat- 

attacks” which continued 
throughout the afternoon and éye- 
ning. 

“As each attack developed it was 
intercepted and broken up by naval 
— aircraft,” the communique 
sai , 

In one instance, the Admiralty 
added, a formation of 25 dive-bomb- 
ers escorted by fighters was brok- 
en up before ft could attack the 
warships. 


“Serious Damage” Inflicted on 
Convoy, Reme Insists. 

ROME, May 10 (AP).—Stefani, 
official news agency, reported 
from Tangier today that the Brit- 
ish convoy attacked Thursday by 
Italian planes had suffered “very 
serious damage” from torpedoes 
and bombs. 

It said the convoy included 18 
steamers loaded heavily with troops 
and all kinds of war materials for 
Paiestine.

Ruling Does Not Apply to De- 
partments That Have New 
Directors, 


City employes seeking early va- 
cations in the expectation of be- 
ing fired under the .Republican 
administration will be disappoint- 


ed, under a ruling of the Comp- 
troller’s office yesterday which 
barred vacations for holdovers. 
Deputy Comptroller Charles: L. 
Cunningham notified department 
heads that vacation applications 
would be denied at this time. Em- 
ployes on monthly payrolls cus- 
tomarily receive two weeks’ vaca- 
tion with pay, and many employes 
had made early applications. 
Cunningham said the reason for 
the ruling, made after a confer- 
ence with Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
was that employes were to receive 
vacations only if it- was certain 
they would work an entire year 
for the city. He also said that 
employes are to receive two weeks’ 
notice with pay if they are to be 
discharged, which would take the 
place of the customary vacation.

Clyde Lusk Rearrested 
After Son, 16, Repudi- 
ates Inquest Story Death 
Was Accident. 


A warrant charging first degree 
murder was issued today against 
Clyde Lusk, who is being held at 


County Jail in Clayton” for the 
killing of his wife after their 16- 
year-old son, Charles, repudiated 
a story he told at the inquest yes- 
terday and said his father killed 
his mother deliberately in a quar- 
rel over which one was responsible 
for their frequent separations. 

The boy’s story at the inquest 
that the killing was accidental, 
occurring in a struggle over a 
shotgun, resulted in the freeing of 
Lusk. Later in the day, the boy 
told relatives his father had killed 
his mother as she sought to escape 
from their house at 137 Kayser 
avenue, Lemay. When the story 
was repeated to police, they rear- 
rested Lusk. 

Charles Lusk said his parents 
separated five times in the last 
eight years. His father frequent- 
ly accused his mother of going out 
with other men, the boy said. 

After a two-week separation, the 
boy related, his mother left a note 
at their home asking the father to 
call for her at 11 o’clock Thursday 
night in a tavern in the 2100 block 


of Cherokee street, where she was’ 


employed. The father and son 
went there and before taking her 
home, Lusk had “a couple of shots 
of whisky” and Mrs. Lusk had a 
highball, the boy related. 

Before going to bed, Charles con- 
tinued, his father told him his 
mother had promised to say she 
was “the one causing the trouble.” 
But his mother insisted that was 
not true. Then a quarrel began 
between the parents and they 
cursed each other, the boy said. 

“I raised up in bed and saw 
my father reach for the shotgun 
in the corner of the room,” he 
continued. “Mother started hol- 
lering she would tell me the truth. 
I got up out of bed. They wrestled 
for the gun and I grabbed it. I 
had one hand on the stock and the 
other on the barrel but I was

There is constant inspection of 
every step of the chute in process 
of manufacture. For instance, wom- 
en must see that the shroud lines 
are continuous. Under no circum- 
stance can they ever be spliced or 
tied. Lines are run up the seams 
from the edge of the canopy to 
the top and back down the op- 
posite seam to the edge, again. 
After the shroud lines are in place, 
they are stitched, zigzag, to the top 
and bottom and twice in the cen- 
ter of the canopy. This guaran- 
tees that the lines will stay in 
place permanently and always be 
the same

South Passes, 

Then Makes 
Foolish Bid

COORDING to the last census, 


Despite the fact that South found 
North with considerably better 
than a “bust,” the neck-stretching 
two diamond bid was punished to 
the tune of 800 points. If North 
had not thoughtfully provided the 
heart ace, this penalty would have 
been increased to at least 1100 and 
probably 1400 points. 
This- rather expensive way of 
saving a rubber (which, in line 
with poetic justice, South had to 
concede to the opponents on the 
next deal) was the result of South’s 
original pass. I freely grant that 
his hand was not robust, but it did 
contain a rebiddable suit and a 
total of two and one-half honor 
tricks, which brought it within the 
range of legitimate and logical 
opening bids. It wag South’s con- 
servatism and self-restraint at his 
first opportunity that trapped him 
into the belated effort to defend 
against the clearly impending 
game contract of the opponents. 
The player who restrains himself 
from making these light bids is 
exactly the type that ignores a bid 
by each opponent and a pass by 
partner. 
Obviously, an opening diamond 
bid by South would have risked 
nothing and it was all the more 
desirable to make this bid because 
the opponents were on score. By 
bidding a diamond South could 
ascertain, immediately and cheap- 
ly, whether he and his partner 
could afford to outbid the oppo- 
nents. He would announce his 
suit and general strength to North 
and the latter would be able to 
take the proper measures. The 
bidding probably would proceed: 
South West North East 
Ldiamend lepade insetrump 2 cubs 
Pass 2 spades Pass Pass 
Pass ' 
From North’s point of view there 


two spade contract; from South’s 
angle there would simply be no fur- 
ther action available, he had given 
his all with his original bid. Ac- 
tually West would make two 
spades if he played correctly, but 
surely this would be a lesser ca- 
lamity for North-South than the 
800 points vainly spent in defend- 
ing.
